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THE MODERN MARK TAVPLEY.
From the Otiein and Round Table,

Franee onght to adopt Mark Tapley as hor
paron saint, In spite of her misfortunes,
she mever loses pluck or spirits, Bach muo-
eensive defeat and each new surrender find
her still confident of victory, and firmly re-
solved not to vonsider herself beaten Mark
Tapley, who welcomed every blow of ill.-for-
tune st an additionsl inceutive to jollity,
finally triumphed over adversity, and ulti.
mately saw a peaveful and prosperous life be-
fore him, Will the parallel Lold good with
France? We fear not,

It is true that France has got rid of her
despot, and has established a fres ropublie.
One, however, can have too moch of a good
thing, and Franee just now is having alto

ether too wmuch republic. At Paris aund
'?‘uum there is the moderate repablic, aver
which M. Gambvetta reigns. Al Lyoos there
is the red republic, with a flag and a govern-
ment of its own,

At Marseilles there is yet another style of
republie, still redder than that of Lyons, and
thirsting for the blood of the Tours republi-
cans in general, and that of Gambettain par-
ticular—for whose head the Marseilles repub-
lie han offered a reward. Here are three dis-
tinet and independent French republics. Un-
doubtedly one republic within the boundaries
of a gingle nationality is an excellent thing;

bnt three republics, hating each other rather |

more bitterly than they hate the common
foe, are not condudive to that unity which it
is desirable that & nation should present in
time of war. .
That journalists are of incalenlable service
to the publie, no writer, with a proper sanse
of what he owes to his own reputation, will
venture to deny. And yet France does seem
to be enjoying rather a surfuit of journalists
among her present rulers. M. Esquiros, who
managee the Marseilles republie, is a jour-
nalist sufficiently bloodthirsty to conduct
with eminent snocess an Arkansas political
journal, M. Cluseret, who the other day in-
sisted npon setting up his own private republie
at Lyons, is better known as a journalist than
as a warrior, thongh he has failed in both
occupations. The republic of Paris, which
is governed bydhe journalist Gambetta, has
to maintiain itself by forece ngainst those emi-
nent sensation journalists, Rochefort, I'lou-
rens, and Victor Hugo. In fact everybody,
that is anybody in any eof the French repub-
lies of to-day, is more or less of a journalist,
The success of these gentlemen in mis-
governing France hardly entitles them to be
ranked as national benefactors. Their theory
of governmeunt seems to be founded upon the
principle that all things can be regulated by
proclamations. M. Hugo endeavors to drive
out the Germans by issuing mauifestoes
written in his peculiarly unintelligible style;
but the Germans, with a dullness that cannot
be too severaly reprobated, fail to perceive
that it is their solemn daty to obey M.
Hugo's commands, and they persistently re-
main on that soil which the great journalist
and poet declares is about to spurn them. M,
Gambetta, rightly conceiving that unity
and determination are  vitally neces-
sary if the Irencli people purpose to
gave themselves, leaves in a balloon, and
requests everybody, in the most rheto-
rical of proclamations, to be immediatel
united and determined. The rhetoric of M.
Gambetta does not, however, meet with any
responge, The French peasant fails to soe
the advantages of being led to slanghter by
incompetent generals, in defense of several
republics, governed by a variety of rival jour-
nalists. Sobe staysat home,and lets the repub-
Yies denounce each otherand the Germaninva-
ders to their hearts content. Meanwhils the
Germans capture their daily town, and beat
their daily detachment of French troops, with
ckeerful regularity. What with too many re-
publics, too many journalists, and far too
many Germans, France is in the worst posi-
tion that she cfuld well be in. And yet, if
we are to judge by French proclamations,
newspapers, and speeches, she was never
more confident of victory than at present:
This is certainly creditable to the courage of
the French, but by no means creditable to
their good sense. Without armies, and with

erganized anarchy in the place of govern- |

ment, France can offer ulf the shadow of
resistance to the invader., If
wise they would immediately make peace on
the best attainable terms. Lvery day that
they prolong a foolish pretext of resistauce,
they increase the price of their mation's ran-
som. Mark Tapley was jolly in adversity,
but he was not an absolute lunatic. France
does not geem able to imitate his courage
without carrying it to the extreme where the
sublime becomes the ridiculous.

CITY CLERGYMEN'S BALARIES,

Referring to the salaries and perquisites of
city clergymen, a New York paper says: —
Rev. Dr. Hall receives about §10,000—not all
salary—but perquisites and donations will
reach this figure. His salary is marked by a
distinction peculiar to his own cass, being
payable in gold. This arose from his being
ulylod from Dublin, where all currency is on
& gold basis, and also because he cawms at a
time when our paper money was fluetuating
in no small degree. In order, therefore, to
place his call on a solid basis, it was mude
payable in gold. Dr. Tyng's office is worth
$7000 per annum and a comfortable rectury.
Dr. Potter, of Grace Church, takes in not less
shan §10,000, beside the use of the best rec-
torE in New York. Dr, Adams being very
rich, is not so well paid, his berth being not
worth more than $6000; and Howard Croshy,
who ig also rieh, is paid in a mauner equally
poor, Dr. De Witt and Dr. Ormiston, of the
Dutch body, get $7000. Dr. Dix, of Trinily,
gets his §10,000, and Vinton, bis right-hand
man, must receive nearly as much.

From the rates above mentionsd, olerieal
pay declines to the gitlunw received by the
eily missionaries, which is about 500 per
Aunnum.

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THE NUNICH LIBRARY.

A correspondent of the Milwankee Sentinel,
writing from Munich, Bavaria, says: —

““The library, ealled the Hol und Staats.
Bibliothek, is one of the most splendid build-
ings a8 well as magnificent oollestion of
books in Enrope, and next in size to that of
Paris, whioh is acknowledged to be the
largest in the world. Some idea of the pro-
portion of the building may be formed by a
view of its front, which measures some flve
| htindred and twenty feot, is eighty feet in

height to the roof, and has seventy-two
windows. This beautiful building is built in
the Byzanto-Florentine style, it tuking some
twelve years to complete it, If this iz the
front, the stranger is more pleased in walking
up the grand staircase and observing ils
beantiful warble columns, the slatues of
lenrned men as well as founders of the insti-
tution, and the varions other works of art
that adorn the stairense and halls.

“But its greatest recommendation to the
thinking part of mankind is that its eight
hundred thousand wvolumes, which filled
seventy-seven lirge rooms, are free to every
one, citizen or siranger, Ohristian, Jew, or
Pagan. This library embraces many rare and
valuable works, Among them there gre a
great many manuscripts in Greek, Oriental,
Latin, German, and many other languages.
| In fact, there is scarcely any work, however
ancient or modern, let the langnage be what
| it may, whether printed or written, bat what
1 may be fonnd here. Among literary curiosities
is an antique Koran, very old; also the identi
cal prayer-book of Albert Durer—four gospels,
called the coder aureous, bearing date in the
year 8i0—another four other gospels, dated
in 1024, and also one of the earliest typo-
graphical monuments, it having been printed
| 10 1504, All the German libraries are rich in
| the possession of documents illustrating the
| progress made in the art of printing, from
‘ century to century. One is reminded that he
| is to see anligunity within, as he passes up the
‘ broad stone steps that lead into the vestibule
|

of the bunilding. In frout of the library, at
an elevation of some ten feet above the side-
walk, are four colossal statnes in a sitling
posture. They are Homer, Hippocrates,
Thucydides, and Aristotle.”

| The bulton was of topsz aud rabies, and the
ormaments of emeralds; but the Empress, no-
dazzled by its beauty, while the rest of the
compnny were expatiating londly on the good
| taste and fitness of the coiffure, had tarned
pale as she gazed upen it. 'T'he old Spanish
superstition concerning the invisible crown
| of peacock’s feathers, which lies beneath the
| erown of gold destined to be lost, had risen
| to her mind, and she tors it from the Prince’s
head, declaring that he shonld not wear it at
| a ball,

The enrnestness of manner, the eagrarness
with wbich the act was performed, left no
|lmpe of any reversion of the deecree; and
| while the Emperor langhed heartily, and the
| poor little Prince almost wept at the disap-
| pointment, the Empress flang the cap pas-
sionately into the wardrobe, ere it was
still lying when we paid onr visit to the
pulace. HStrange to say, the Flench supersti-
| tiom, less {:oeuvul thau the Spanish one which
| confines the misfortune attached to peacock’s
| feathers to royulty, confers ill-Inck to all who
meddle with them; and the Prince’s skull cap
still remaing where the Empress had thrown
it.
